During 38 of those years he 
was a Senator, a Governor or 
a member of the House of 
Representatives. He had 
served 24 years, in three sep- 
arate periods, as a Senator. 
He was in the House twice. 
He was Governor from 1941 
through 1945. At the time of 
his death he was chairman of 
the District of Columbia Com- 
mittee. 

President Eisenhower sent 
a personal telegram of sympa- 
thy to Mrs. Neely and issued a 
public statement in which he 
said “Senator Neely served his 


state and country faithfully 
for many years.”

The Copyright Office, revers-

The decision was made by 
Arthur Fisher, the register of 
copyrights, because of uncer- 
taint’’ about his legal authority 
to withhold a copyright certifi- 
cate for a book or magazine | 
and because of recent develop- 
ments in the law of obscenity. 

Last June the Supreme 
Court laid down a narrow new 
definition of obscenity. To be 
found obscene, it held, a work, 
judged as a whole by contem- 
porary standards, must appeal 
to the average man’s prurient 
interest. 

This week the court struck 
down a Post Ofifce bar on the 
mailing of two nudist magazines |

Asking for Defeat 


Several unattractive images have emerged 
from the five hearings on Charter reform in St. 
Louis county, 

Dominating the scene is the distinct impres- 
sion that the political professionals of both par- 
ties—and especially the Democrats who think 
they smell victory in the wind for next Novem- 
ber—seem to be against any administrative 
changes sufficiently broad to be effective. 

With the party professionals against reform, 
a majority, if not all, of the members of the 
County Couneil will be little inclined to en- 
large their own weak proposals for reform. 


They ‘are more likely to water them down or 


perhaps abandon them altogether. 


Nor is there much substance to the hope that 
the Citizens’ Advisory Committee, which is help- 
ing the Council evaluate the reform proposals, 
might turn into a kind of runaway grand jury. 
A majority of the citizens were appointed by 
individual Councilmen, and it now appears that 
the Councilmen largely picked those who mirror 
their general philosophy. _ 

. « + 

The county government is unwieldy, slipshod 
and inefficient. The basic cause is no secret. 
Ewery major administrative officer is an inde- 
pendently elected official who is answerable to 
no superior authority in the county. Their em- 
ployes are hired not on the basis of ability but 
on the effort they expend in getting the boss 
elected. - 

All 14 of these independently elected admin- 
istrative offices ought to be eliminated, and 
their functions combined where indicated. Those 
offices that tend to play a part in policy-making 
might be made appointive under the Super- 
visor; the others ought to be placed within a 
universal merit system and filled on the basis 
of qualifications and ability. 

To assert that this would deprive the people 
of some kind of basic right, as many Democratic 
professionals have, been saying, is sheer non- 
sense. On this principle, the best county gov- 
ernment would be one with the most elective 
officials. Experience teaches that just the op- 
posite is true. The fewer the elective officials, 
the more accountable they are; and when re- 
sponsibility can be clearly fixed the chances 
of. getting good democratic government are 
increased. .

Two other basic changes should improve the 
county government. A Council composed of six 
members, say, with three elected by district 
and three elected at large, would produce a bal- 
ance that body lacks now. And putting all of 
the county’s administration under a professional 
manager hired by that kind of Council would 
be a forward step—one that has been taken at 
the muni¢ipal level by the’ county’s most pro- 
gressive cities. 

If the Democratic committeemen from the 
14 townships were to espouse such a reform 
program, they would be in a far better position 
to ask that their party be given responsibility 
for running the county government next fall. 
They are the “outs.” The burden of proof of 
the need for change rests with them. If they 
fight reform and show themselves to be merely 
a mob of patronage-hungry politicians, they will 
be asking for defeat—and they will deserve it.

A Reminder to Cleanliness 

The projected jogging-up of water pollution 
control activities im Missouri and Illinois will 
be pertinent and timely. A conference March 4 
will bring together officials of the two states 
with representatives of the United States Public 
Health Service, the Bi-State. Development 
Agency, the Illinois Sanitary Water Board and 
the Missouri Division of Health. 

Missouri lags behind Illinois in pollution con- 
trol, but our sister state also has some distance 
to go, and its problems of sewage disposal 
through use of Lake Michigan water are the 
subject of dispute with Canada. Poll origi- 
nating in the St. Louis area is credi with 
virtual destruction of a once-thriving fishing 
industry along the’ Mississippi river in South- 
east Missouri. and Southern Illinois. Po 
originating in the Kansas City area is defiling 


the Missouri river to the detriment of ‘St. Louis.” 


It's gone about as far as it can be allowed to 
go. On a sort of all-deliberate-speed basis the 
authorities have set up a schedule of expected 
progress. The March totting-up and jogging-up 
will be an effort to keep communities moving, 
even though slowly.

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The Grasshopper Jump 

The grasshopper has a jumping mechanism 
that puts to shame the leaping ability of the 
kangaroo, the powerful muscles of the elephant 
and the amazing reflex with which the rattle- 
snake strikes. At least that seems a fair conclu- 
sion after reading what Zoologist Graham Hoyle 
of the University of Glasgow has written in the 
current Scientific American about his long study 
of the grasshopper. — 

He pronounces the grasshopper’s jump to be 
one of the most remarkable performances of the 
biological world, It ean leap 10 times its body 
length in a vertical jump or 20 times horizontal- 
ly. Performing in proportion, a man would jump 
a five-story building or cover 100 yards in just 
three jumps. The jumping muscle, which Weighs 
only one-twenty-fifth of a gram, develops the 
“astounding power of some 20,000 grams per 
gram of its own weight” or 10 times more work, 
in proportion to size, than human muscles work- 
ing at full speed. And the jumping mechanism

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Toward Reality in Farm Prices | 

No single aspect of President Eisenhower's 
14-point agricultural program is likely to arouse 
more controversy and bitterness in the Farm 
Belt than the proposal that would allow a lower- 
ing of the price-support level. 

The President wants Congress to permit sup- 
ports for cotton, wheat, corn and’ rice to be 
determined administratively—that is, by Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson—at levels anywhere . 
between 60 and 90 per cent of parity instead of 
the present 75-90 range. x 

Congressmen from districts producing these 
major crops can be expected to fill the air with 
laments and with something less than praise 
for Mr. Benson, the architect of the program. 

Unfortunately, this noise will tend to obscure 
the fact, underscored last month in an im- 
portant report by the Committee for Economic 
Development, that price supports “perpetuate an 
unreal price structure that encourages overpro- 
duction and keeps too many people farming.” 

If that view is correct, the Eisenhower pro- 
posal for lowered: supports is a step in the right 
direction. Gradual withdrawal of all supports, 
except for emergencies, seems to be indicated 
as the final objective. A concerted effort to 
work down surpluses, to retire land from pro- 
duction and to help those farmers who cannot 
make a living from the soil also is indicated. 

The proposed shift in emphasis in the soil 
bank falls properly into this scheme. The shift 
would be from a short-term program to a con- 
servation reserve that encourages farmers to 
put crop land into trees and grass for the long 
run. Evidently the Administration hopes it will 
be able to retire whole farms this way—espe- 
cially those of farmers who produce so little 
they would not benefit much even if support 
levels were lifted substantially. 

The dominating fact of agricultura] life in 
the United States today, as the President pointed 
out, is the unprecedented and irreversible pro- 


nology. The problem is how best to utilize this 
abundance, to move it not to storehouses to rot 
but to the mouths of the hungry wherever they 
may be.
